"Guiding principles for the attitude of troops in 


the occupied areas", 


The Hague Convention for Land Warfare assures the population of an 
occupied country far-reaching protection by the occupying power. Above 
all,the honour and the rights of fomilies, the life of the citizens and 
private property, as well as religious convictions and services must be 
respected, (Articles 46, 55 and 56 of the Hague Convention for Land 
Warfare ). 


Fundamental principle for the troops: the greatest caution and nost 
extreme reserve vis-à-vis the civil population! Inadvisable blind confi- 
dence can entail an endangering of the troops, 


Fir cohesion, discipline anongst the troops, painstaking execution 
and superintendence of the required security measures are the best 
protection, 


Only in the event of the civil population putting up a resistance 
or behaving rebeiiiously can the following decisions be carried out:- 


* 47, If the civilian population offers resistance or if attacks by 

the population on our troops or their lines of communications must be 
feared, the arrest of hostares should, on principle, be resorted to, 

Hostages should only be arrested on orders of a brigade commander و‎ in- 
dependent battalion commander or commander of equivalent rank, 


The hostages should, if possible, be chosen froin those circles of 
the population which are expected to carry out hostile acts, 


When accomodating and feeding hostages it should be borrein mind that, 
although the hostages should be under the strictest guard, they are not 
imprisoned because of crimes, 


Hostages and population are to be informed that the hostages will 
be shot at any sien of any hostile action, Previous sanction of the 
shooting by tho Divisional Ccrmander must, however, be obtained. 


Should attacks on the troops or their lines of communication none- 
theless occur, or signs of resistance make themselves apparent, the 
hostages are immediately to be moved under strict guard to a prisoners- 
collecting-canp (transport ticket), At the sane time the Division is 
to forward with all specd a report about the occurence and a proposal of 
the suggested measures ( shooting or further detention).

If danger is imminent, every commander is obliged to take all
